Yow have studied to prevent the 
people of your country from seeing that 
we are capable of doing justice voluntari- 
We will not make the reparation, be- 
fore this proclamation, which we consid- 


| er a hostile act, is taken off. Bus in that 


case We will give the most ample satisfac- 
tion. 

The secretary is a wis¢éman. He had 
very distinctly foreseen that on the pro- 
clamation, the negotiation would split.— 
But the secretary is moreover a prudent 
and a provident man, and therefore, lest 
the desire of peace and commercial inter- 
course with this conutry which its inter- 
est dictates to England, might induce the 

ministry todisregard this obstruction to 
reparation, he, to be more secure, fortified 
himself with another which could not be 
possibly overcome. “ The matter of im- 
pressments must be settled beforehand.” 
That he knew to be impossible. Less 
prudence, however, would have been suf- 
ficient. For although Mr. Canning, in 
his letter to Mr. Monroe of September 
23d, 1807, says that “itis a matter of 
regret that you should have been instruct- 
ed to annex to the demand of reparation 
for the attack of the Leopard upon the 
Chesapeake, any proposition whatever 
respecting the search for British seamen 
in merchant vessels ; a subject which is 
wholly unconnected with the case of the 
Leopard and the Chesap-ake, and which 
can only tend to complicate and embar- 
rass a discussion, in itself of sufficient dif- 
ficulty and importanee ;” although in his 
letter of the 29th of the same month, he 
seys that the British rovernment ** is wil- 
ling to look to one subject only, the late 
aggression, and to provide for it ; yet it 
is evident from the instructions given to 
Mr. Rosg that the proclamation would of 
itself have been a sufficient obstruction to 
the approach of reparation. 

There had been a goed deal of corres- 
pondence subsequent to that which I have 
referred to ; but of little importance to the 
wew Lamtaking. Its principal purpose 
seems to have been to make a most hypo- 
critical display, on both sides, of profes- 
sions of friendship, actually maintained by 
neither. When one party saw that the 
other was most anxiously solicttous to a- 
void a compromise, it Was very ridiculous 
in both to affecta mutualregerd. An at- 
tentive reader would find it difficult to de- 
cide which understood the modern act of 
quizzing best. For certainly after the is- 
suing of the proclamation, the Enghsh 
governmeut could not possibly be duped 
into a belief that ours was desirous of 














continuing in amity with them—and of 
course there could be very little friendship 
in the case. 

Although G. Britain appears to have 
been determined not to do even justice, 
while there was any appearence of her 
having been forced to it; yet sbe septa 
special minister to this coumtry to offer 
attonement. That minister soon after 
his arrival bad an interview with Mr. Mad- 





ison, ta which he stated to the Secretary. 
that he was “ expressly precluded by his 
instructions from entering Upon aby oe- 
gotiation for the adjustment of the differ- 
ences arising from the encounter of tus 
majesty’s ship Leopard. and the frigate a! 
of the U States the Chesapeske, us long 
as the proclamatios siouid be ia force.’ 





Previous tothe actual arrival of Mr. 
Rose, it had been understood here that he 
was coming out as a special envoy, for the 
express and sole purpose of making satis- 
faction for the outrage committed in our 
waters. If I am incorrect, sir, in this as- 
sertion, I hope some gentlemen will set 
me right, for I desire to travel only along 
the great high way of truth and fact. Un- 
der a knowledge of this fact then, the pre- 
sident recommended the laying of an em- 
bargo ostensibly for the purpose “ of keep- 
ing in safety our essential resources,” but 
in reality, as in the course of the discussion 
of the embargo bill has been asserted by 
one embargo gentleman from Virginia 
and another from Pennsylvania, to oper- 
ate on Great Britain. And Mr. Rose on 
his arrival was actually cheered by this 
new evidence of the sincere desire (I be- 
lieve that isthe slang, sir) of our adminis- 
tration to restore and cul:ivate the friendly 
relations so impértant to both countries! 
Our cabinet seems to have been afraid 
that the proclamation and the cemand con- 
cerning impressments with the affair of 
the Chesapeake would not be a sufficient 
protection against Mr. Rose’s importuni- 
ties to give usreparation. To be perfect- 
ly secure, therefore, they barricaded them- 
selves by thisomnipotentembargo. And 
now I have no doubt Mr. Madison, thought 
that if the special envoy could force his 
satisfaction upon the administration, in 
spite of all these fortifications, the very 
deuce must be in it. Mr. Rose then ar- 
rives—makes the disclosure of his instruc- 
tions which J have already mentioned, and 
of which he reminds Mr. Madison in his 
jetter of January 20, 1808. Withdraw 
your proclamation, so that the reparation 
we make (such is the substance of the of- 
fer) may have all the merit of being vol- 
untary, and I promise you, the reparation 
shall be unobjectionable. But while that 
proclamation continues in force, the dig- 
nity of my government forbids a disclo- 
sure of what that reparation shall consist 
of. Mr. Madison having now ascertained 
with precision the instractions which tied 
down the special envoy, to a defined and 
prescribed course, from which he could 
not depart, assumes allat once the appear- 
ance of great mildness, abandons the high 
tone—comies down from his lofty demands, 
and that the adjustment of the subject of 
impressment, shall not form “ part, an in- 
dispensible part of the satisfaction”—nay, 
he 's so little obstinate even about the pro- 
clamation, that in his reply of the 8th of 
March, he says that the president “ adher- 
ing tothe moderation by which he has been 
invariably guided, anc anxious to rescue 
the two nations from the circumstances 
under which an abortive issue to your mis- 
sion necessarily places them, has authori- 
zed me, in the event of your disclosing the 
terms of refiaration which you believe will 
be satisfactory ; and on its appearance 
that they are so, to censider this evidence 
of the justice of his Britannic majesty as 
a filedge for an effectual interposition with 
respect to all the abuses against which the 
proclamation was meant to provide, and 
to proceed to concert with you a revoca- 
tion of that act bearing the same date with 
the act of reparation to whick the United 
States are entitled.”. This was diplomatic 
skillindeed ! If you, Mr. Rose, will do, 
what we very well know you cannot do, ve 
will abandon our high ground. Only be 
so geod as to perform impossibilities—do 
what you have yourself told us you are 
forbidden to do—and we will complete the 
miracle by giving fact in evidence to prove 
our desire of beisg in amity with your 
country. Who after this very ingenious 
and honest offer of our cabinet will dare to 
question its sincerity ? Who will dare to 
deny that they sought, since they proved 
their desire to obtain, satisfaction, by pur- 
suing a course so well calculated to obtain 
it! Alas ! Sir—all that can be suid of it 
is, that they kept their original object stead- 
ily in view ; but the frankness with which 
Mr. Rose had communicated his instruc- 
tions, enabled them to make a very spe- 
cious offer, and which was only made with 
a View to their own popularity. For how- 
ever plausible the offer might be, it was no 
less certain of being unproductive of good, 
than their former extravagant conduct 
had been. They were still secured as ef- 
fectually as ever against the intrusion of 
reparation. 

But it has been said there was a point of 
honer involved in the question. If that 
hasindeed been so,the case would be varied. 
But let us examise it, and I venture to as- 
sert there was no such thing in ir. 

The Secretary in his Jetter of the 6th 
of June, already referred to has said the 
proclamation was a mere matter of pre- 
caution, and could not be considered as a 
hostile act. Aod he tells Mr. Monroc, 
* the scope of the proclamation will sig- 
nify to you, that the president has yielded 
to the presumption, that the hostile act of 
the British commander did mot fureue the 
intentions of his government.” These 
let it be remembered are; Madison's own 
words. At the outset then he, as well as 








the president, did not believe the attack on 
the Chesapeake pursued the intentions of 
the British government. And believing | 
it did not, the proclamation could never 
have been justified as a hostile act. It 
ceuld be defended only on the ground of 
its being a precautionary one. And on 
that ground, as has been seen Mr. Madi- 
son did place it in this lecter of June 6th. 
I will not at this time say, sir, whether 
the issuing the proclamation for the pur- 
pose of preserving tranquility in the ports 
and harbors of the United States, waS a te- 
cessary or a politic step; | will not stop 
now to examine whether this was the real 
or the ostensible motive. But I will prove 
that the keeping in force that proclama- 
tion, if it was in truth, merely a measure 
of precaution, was after the disclosure of 
Mr. Rose’s instructions, the height of fol- 
ly, to say nothing worse of it. 

The president was willing to withdraw 
the proclamation, if Mr. Rose would dis- 
close what were the terms of reparation he 
wes instructed to offer, and if those terms 
should be satisfactory, im that case, such 
disclosure of such satisfactory terms would 
be a filedge, given by Great Britain that 


‘there should be no recurrence of abuses. 
_And then the withdrawing of the procla- 
mation, and the act of reparation should 
_ bear one date. 


No, Sir, in all this time 
from June 6th, 1807,to March 5th, 1808, 
the jproclamation had been represented 


and justified by our government, on the 


mere plea that it Was necessary as a pre- 
cautionary measure—that it was necessa-~ 
ry to the maintenance of the tranquility 
and security of our harbors. Whenever 
therefore the danger in this respect ceas- 
ed, the cause of the proclamation ceased 
—and of course, the proclamation itself 
might Wei cease toe. Whether it should 
continue or not was not a point of honor; 
it was a question of calculation merely— 
and therefore ought to have been continu- 
ed or discontinued, as upon sound calcu- 
lations one course or the other should 
promise most advantage. But surely 
no point of honor was to be preserv- 
ed by keeping it on, nor wasto be sa- 
crificed by taking it off. Before I looked 
into the correspondence, I had given into 
the general idea that the government had 
acted right; for I had understood that | 
they persisted in the proclamation, be-— 
cause in some way or other (I had like 
most others not understood how,) their 
honor er that of the nation required it — 
But a calm examination, in which I did 
not permit my feelings to run away with 
my judgment, has completely convinced 
me that there is certainly no point of hon- 
or in the matter. When Mr. Rose, 
therefore, disclosed his instructions, which 
prevented him from negotiating while the 
proclamation was i force, the only ques- 
tion to be decided by our cabinet was, will 
the withdrawing it be more dangerous to 
our harbors than advantageous in promo- 
ting a restoration of harmony? Is it, om 
calculation, best to withdraw it? It does 
appear to me, sir, that the question ad- 
mitted of no doubt. The proclamation at 
the outset possessed no magic force—it 
ceuld not keep a fleet out of our harbors. 
Whether, therefore, it was in existence or 
not, the physical power of the interdicted 
ships to enter remained precisely the 
same. Our vessels might have been at- 
tacked, and our defenceless sea port tewns 
might have been battered down about our 
ears with the same facility as if the pro- 
clamation had never been issued. 

But the departure of the squadron 
which annoyed us was prior to—certainly 
cotemporary with, the arrival of Mr. Rose 
in this country. There were, during the 
winter, no other British vessels off our 
coast. If then the proclamation could vy 
some secret charm keep out of the har- 
bors, vessels on the coast, yet as none 
were on the ooast, its suspension for 4 
few days could work nopractical mischief. 
And there could therefore be no substan- 
tial argument, if in truth it was wha the 
secretary himself declares “ a mere mea- 
sure of precaution,” in favor of keeping it 
on, a8 an ostruction to that satistactory 
reparation which Mr. Rose declared him- 
self ready to make as soon as it was re- 
moved. It follows, therefore, inevitably, 
either that the administration has deceived 
the nation as to the cause and object of 
the proclamation: or that, if in this re- 
spect they have spoken the truth, their 
calculations have been silly and whimst- 
cal. Whatever be the truth, the wound 
our country’s hovor has received from 
this outrageous attack, has been suffered 
to fesier till it has grown old, and seems 
now as incurable, as it is uphealed. 

I will present this subject in another 
view. Ifthe proclamation had been with- 
drawn, Mr. Rose was to have disclosed 
the terms of reparation. Suppose io that 
event. that these terms had not been satis- 
factory. The proclamation might have 
been suspended for perhaps—three days. 
And wiil any one say that the suspension 
of this wonder working instrament for 
three days would have endangered tbe 


tranquility of our ports and harbors ? For 
gentlemen will see, that as soon as the 
reparation was decided to be unsatisfacto- 
ry, the proclamation might have been re- 
Vived. 

I will detain the house, sir, but little 
longer on this subject. This matter has 
presented itself to my mind so clear, thot 
L have had little difficulty in presenting it 
in a strong light before the house. And 
when gentlemen come to answer me, and 
Thope they will, I entreat them to an- 
swer these arguments. --l have endeavor-. 
ed to convey them in e@ plain a manner 
as | could, for [ wish to see them reiuted, 
if they are false.—I acknowledge my ob- 
ligations to ihe house for hearivg me sv 
patiently. I know, sir. a great puny @ re 
thiags may be said about honor and tinie- 
pendence, and all that. But, if gentle- 
men answer me,! must bey them to feve- 
go the temptation of these brilliant topics, 
and to answer my arguments. 

If the honor of the couutry, sir, had re- 
quired an adherence to the procl mation, 
I should have been among the lust to con- 
demn the administration. But the secre- 
tary himself yielded this ground when he 
declared the proclemetion to be a mere 
measure of precaution. And if there was 
after that, any point of honor in-the case, 
it was not by persisting in a course Which 
would be productive of no goud. 


But the voice of the country, sir, has 
decided that Great-Britain has done ali 
that could be expected of her to repwur 
the injury committed by the Leopard. 
And it istherefore in vain to attempt to 
raise a war spirit by empty declamatioos 
on that topic. 

Sir, that the British ministry and the 
British nation are at this momeat uofriend - 
ly to the United States, I will not deny, 
for I do not doubtit. It would be stranye 
indeed, if it were otherwise. Our peu- 
ple, sir, nay, even the members of this 
house have had their ears so dinned, with 
the cry of British enmity,that we have at 
length so acted asto make chemies of 
those who at first felt no hostility towards 
us—It was impossible they should feel 
any. As well might the merchant be the 
enemy of his best customer—But let geu- 
tlemen Jay their hand upon their hearts: 
let the people of this country look into 
their own bosoms and say whether th-v 
find there no feeling of enmity towards 
Great-Britain—no relics of aucicut ant 
mosity—-nothing of that scrutinizing, un- 
forgiving, jealous hostility, which they 
have been worked into a belief that Great- 
Britain feels towards us. Alter such a 
great revolution as that which has been 
accomplished in this country, during wiich 
the leading statesmen found it essential to 
success, to keep the public exasperation at 
the highest point possiile. i is not to be 
wondered at, that much of the old feeling 
should remain—-but it will be most sin- 
cerely to be deplored, if this feeling siiould 
overcome the good sense ol the nauon. 

I will not deny, nor am I surprised, that 
Great Britain is now endeavouring to do 
us all the barm in her power short of com- 
mencing actual war upvaus. Norcan | 
briag my mind to believe that retaliation 
upon France was cither the sole or the 
principal cause of her orders tn counc:! -- 
She knew these orders must, and I canny! 
doubt but she intended they should op - 
ate principally upon this country. Aas | 
will go further, sir——J will say that im tosu 
ing them she has done no mMurethan whut 
our ad:ninistration jas made her do--or! 
is delighted at her Waving done, because 
it brings them so much eater to the av: 
complishment of their frvorite objeet--2 
war with Great Britain! 


Sir, I am not surprised at seeing Great 
Brin attempting to do as harm. Phos 
attempt is the ostural result of our ow 
system.

And being passed, what was Great bet- 
tain to do? Either, oa the one band to 
say, this talisman ts irresisti Ne, and there- 
fore, 1 yield toits power; vronthe viher, 
I cannot yield to it But if you cao piss 
non-importation acts L can reply to them 
by orders in council; if you can myjure 
my manufactures and commerce (ad you 
certaiviy can) l can suppress your trade. 
Sir, resistance tothe measure by which we 
attempted to coerce uecessarily pro laced 
these consequences. Aud “ the desire of 
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te the commerce of the United States its 
wonted activity,” expressed so savcastical- 
ly in Mr. Canning’s letter, was merely a 
better way of telling us that his majesty 
was playing our own game back upon us; 
that he could make his paper shot tell as 
distinctly as we eonuld ours and rather 
more so. Yes, sir, it will not, it cannot be 
denied that the nop-importation act was 
a hostile one, because intended for coer- 
cion. ‘the British government always 
viewed it so. And my position is that ev- 
ersince the passage of that act we have 
been at war with her ; not the old fash- 
ioned sort of war; but a new-fangled, phi- 
losophical kind of commercial war! We 
thought we played a strong card, and now 
we are outrageous because our antagonist 
has been able to play above us! Great 
Britain ic turns out, ts 90t only able to re- 
‘sist the force of your system, but to make 
you feel the distresses incident to a re-ac- 
tion of that sistem. With the experi- 
ence of its effects it ought instantly to be 
abandoned. lt criginated in passion, mis- 
calculation, and imbecility, and should not 
be pursued. We were in affluence and 
prosperity when.it commenced. Where 
are We now? 

A gentleman from Macydand (Mr. Ki) 
has tuken yreat pains to prove that the 
embargo is the cause of the present low 
prices of produce. Another gentleman 
fron South Caroliaa (Mr. Williams) has 
asserted, no less stoutly, that the orders 
in council are the true cause. If the last 
assertion be correct, it is a very unfortué 
nate one forthe policy of the embargo 
system; for, sir, uw yields the ground to 
the adversary acknowledyes that she 
has the best of the battle—that she has 
beat us at ourown Weapons. And yet in- 
stead of discontinuing the “ unprofitable 
contest,” we are called upon te plunge 
deeper and Gecper into it. IL have been 
astonished to find those gentlemen who 
talk so much of the patriotism of ourewn 
pe»ple, unwilling to belicve that there is 
patriotism in Great Britain too. If we 
are willing to bear, so are they. If we! 
would sacrifice every thing to our coun- | 
try, so would they too, whenever it be- | 
comes a question, which shall hold out 
longest. And, sir it has come to this al- 
ready. Much spirit and acrimony is mix- 
ed with the contest. Put the case to an 
Englishman, will you te regainihe Amer- 
icun commerce, confess that that com- 
merce is essential to your existence? 
Will you cunsent that yielding to the em- 
birgo and non-impvertation and aon-inter- 
course system, your government shail ac- 
cede to demands which otherwise they 
would not accede to? What would one 
of those Englishmen, of whose pride and 
haughtiness we have heard so much on 
this floor, say toit? Well, sir, if you 
canuot then bend the English government 
to your terms, and if, instead of making 
their people your instruments to act upon 
the government, you excite an unconquer- 
able spirit of resistance even in them, 
how isthe embargo tobe operative! How 
can you hope it will bring your enemy at 
your feet? And if it did notin the end 
produce this eect, all our sufferings un- 
der this delightful experiment, will have 
beeh to no purpose.

We had prepared an abstract of the 
following law; but fearing that it might 
not be perfectly satisfactory, we have con- 


cluded to publish it entire.— 


AN ACT 
To interdict the commercial intercourse between the 
United States and Great Britain and France, and 
their dependencies ; and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress aswemblec, That trom and after the 
passing of this act, the entrance of the harbeurs 
and waters of the United States and of the ter- 
ritories thereof, be and the same is hereby inter- 
dicted co all public ships and vessels belonging to 
Great Britain or Frauce, excepting vessels only 
which may be forced in by distress, or by being 
pursued by an enemy, or which are charged with 
dispatches or business from the government to 
which they belong, and also packets having no 
cargo nor merchandize on board. And if any 
public ship or vessel as aforesaid, not being inclu- 
ded in the exception above mentioned, shall enter 
any harbor or waters within the jurisdiction of 
the Unired States, or of the territories thereof, it 
shall be law/ul for tae President of the United 
States, or such other person as he shall have em- 
powered for that purpose, to employ such part of 
the land and naval forces, or of the militia of the 
United States or the territovies thereof, as he shall 
deem necessary to compel such ship or vessel to 
depart. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
not be lawful for any citizen or citizens of the 
United States or the territories thereof, nor for 
any person or persons residing or being in 
the same, tohave any imtercourse with or to 
afford any aid or supplies to any public ship or 
vessel as aforesaid, which shall contrary to the 
provisions of this act, have entered any harbor or 
waters within the jurisdiction of the United States 
or the territories thereof ; and if any person shall 
contrary to the provisions of this act have any 
intercourse with such ship or vessel, or shall at- 
ford any aid to such ship or vessel, either in re. 
pairing the said vessel or in furnishing her, her 
officers or crew with supplies of any kind or in 
any manner whatever; or if any pilot or other 
person shail assist in navigating or piloting such 
ship or vessel, unless it be for the purpose of car- 
rying her beyond the limits and jurisdic!’ 1 of 
the United States, every person so offending, 
shall forfeit and pay a sam nor less than one hun- 
dred doilars, nor exceeding ten thousand dollars . 
and shall also be imprisoned for a term not less 
thaw one month, nor more than one year. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That from 
and after the 20th day of May uext, the entrance 
of the harbors and waters of ihe United Siates 
and the territories thereef, be and the same is 
hereby imterdicted to all ships or wessels sailing 
under the flag of G. Britain or France, or owned 
in whole or in part by any ciiizen or subject of 
either; vessels hired, chartered or employed by 
the goverament ef either country for the sole 
purpose of carry ing letters or dispatches, and al-o 
vessels forced in by distress or by the dangers of 
‘the tea, or by being pursued by an enemy, only 
excepted. Audif any ship or-vessel sailing un- 
der the flag of Great Britain or France, or owned 
wm whole of iu part by any cicizen or subject of 
either and mo excepted as aforesaid, shali after 

he said 20th day of May uicac arrive, either with

or without a cargo, within the limits of the Uni- 

ted States or of the territories thereof, such ship 
or vessel, together with the cargo, if any, w hich 
may be found on board, shall be forfeited, and 
may be seized and condemned in any court of 
the United States or the territories thereof, hav- 
ing competent jurisdiction; and all and every 
act and acts heretofore passed, which shall 
be within the purview of this act, shall be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That from and 
after the twentieth day of May next, it shall not 
be lawful to import into the United States or the 
territories thereof, any goods, wares or merchan. 
dize whatever, from any port or place situated 
in Great Britain or Ireland, or in any of the col- 
onies or dependencies of Great Britain, nor from 
any port or place situated in France, or in any of 
her colonies or dependencies, nor from any port 
or place in the actual possession of either Great 
Britain or France. Nor shall it be lawful to im- 
port inte the United States or the territories 
thereof, from any foreign port or place whatever, 
any goods, wares and merchandize whatever, be- 
ing of the growth, produce or manufacture of 
France, or of any of her colonies or dependencies, 
or being of the growth, produce or manufacture 
of Great Britain or Ireland, or of any of the col- 
onies or dependencies of Great Britain, or being 
of the growth, produce or manufaeture of any 
place or country in the actual possession of either 
France or Great Britain. 

‘Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That whenev- 
er any article or articles, the importation of 
which is prohibited by this act shall @fter the 
twentieth of May be imported into the United 
States, or the territories thereof, contrary to the 
true intent and meaning of this act, or shall, af- 
tef the said twentieth of May, be put on board 
of any ship or vessel, boat, raft or carriage, with 
intention of importing the same into the United 
States, or the territories thereof, all such articles, 
as well as all other articles on board the same 
ship or vessel, boat, raft or carriage, belonging to 
the owner of such prohibited articles, shall be 
forfeited ; and the owner thereof sha]! moreover 
forfeit and 'pay trebie the value of such articles. 
Sec. 6. And be iz further enacted, That if any 
article or articles the importation of which is pro- 
hibited by this act, shall after the twentieth of 
May, be put on board of any ship or vessel, boat, 
raft or carriage, with intention to import the 
same into the United States, or the territories 
thereof, contrary to the true intent aad meaning 
of this act, and with the knewledge of the own- 
er or master of such ship or vessel, boat, raft or 
carriage, such ship or vessel, boat, raft or car- 
riage, shall be forfeited and the owner and mas- 
ter thereof shall moreover each forfeit and pay 
treble the value of such articles. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That if any 
article or articles, the importation of which is 
prohibited by this act, and which shall neverthe- 
less be on board of any ship or vessel, boat, raft 
or carriage, arriving after the said twentieth of 
May next, in the United States, or the territories 
thereof, shali be omitted in the manifest, report 
orentry of the master, or other person having the 
charge or command of such ship or vessel, boat, 
raft or carriage, or shall be omitced in the entry 
of the goods owned by the owner, or consigned to 
the,consignee of such articles, orshall be impoert- 
ed, or landed, or atreimpted to be imported or 
landed withou’ a permit,the same penalties, fines, 
and forfeitures, shall be incurred, anc may be re- 
covered, as in the case of similar omissign or c- 
missions, landing, importation, or actempt to 
land or import, in relation to articles liable to du- 
ties on their importation into the United States. 
Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That every 
collector, naval officer, surveyor, or other officer 
of the customs, shall have the like power and 
authority to seize goods, wares and merchandize 
imported contrary to the intent and meaning of 
this act, to keep the same in custody until it 
shall have been ascertained whether the same 
have been forfeited or not, and to enter any ship 
or-vessel, dwelling house, store, building or oth- 


/er place, for the purpose of searching for and 
| seizing any such goods, wares and merchandize 
- which he or they now have by law in relation to 
_goods, wares and merchandize subject to duty ; 


and if any person or persons shall conceal or buy 
any goods, wares or merchandize, knowing them 
to be liable to seizure by this act, such person or 
persons shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit and 
pay a sum double the amount or value of the 
goods, wares and merchandize so coucealed or 
purchased. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That the fol- 
lowing additions shal] be made to the oath or af- 
firmation taken by the masters or persons hav- 
ing the charge or command of any ship or vessel 
arriving at any port of the United States, or the 


‘territories thereof, after the twentieth of May, 


viz. *' I further swear (or affirm) that there are 
not, to the best of my knowledge and belief, on 
board, (insert the denomination and name of the 
vessel,) any gootls, wares or merchandize, the 
importation of which into the United States, or 
the territories thereof, is prohibited by law : And 
1 do further swear, (or affirm) that if I shall 
hereafter discover or know of any such goods, 
wares or merchandize, on board the said vessel, 
or which shall have been imported in the same 
I will immediately, and without delay, make 
due report thereof to the collector of the port of 
this district.” 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That the 
following addition be made, after the twentieth 
of May, to the oath or affirmation taken by im- 
porters, consignees or agents, at the time of en- 
tering goods imporied into the United States, or 
the territories thereof, viz. ‘‘ 1 also swear, (or 
affirm) that there are not, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief amongst the said goods, 
waresand merchandize, imported or consigned 
as aforesaid, any goods, wares or merchanilize, 
the importation of which into the Unned States, 
or the territeries thereof, is prohibited by law : 
and I do further swear, (er affirm) that if I siall 
hereafter discover any such goods, wares or mer- 
chandize, amongst the said goods, wares and 
merchandize, imiported or consigned as atore- 
said, 1 will immediately and without delay re- 
port the same to the collector of this district.” 

Sec.11. And be it further enacted, That the 
President of the United States be and he hereby 
is authorized, in case France or Great Britain 
shall so revoke or modify her edicts, as that they 
shall cease to violate the neutral commerce of the 
Unised States, to declare the same by proclama- 
tion ; after which the trade of the Unired States, 
suspended by this act, and by the act laying an 
embargo on all ships and vessels in the ports and 
harbors of the United States, and the several 
acts supplementary thereto, may be renewed 
with the natien so doing: Provided, That all 
penalties and forfeitures which shall have been 
previously incurred, by virtue of this, or of any 
cther act, the operation of which shail so cease 
and determine, shall be recovered and distributed 
in like manner as if the sane had contiuued in 
full force and viriue ; and vessels bound thereaf- 
ter to any foreign port or place, with which com- 
mercia! intercourse shall by virtue of this section 
be again permitted, shall give bond to the United 
States, with approved security in doubie the val- 
we of the vessel and cargo, that they shall not 
proceed to any foreign port, nor trade with any 
country etherthan those with which conmer- 
Gal intercourse shali have been thus permitted. 

t Sec. 12. dnd be st further enacted, That so 
much,of abe act laying an embargo on all ships 
and vessels in the ports and harbors ot the United 
Sates, and of ihe several acts supplementary 
thereto, as forbids the departure of vessels own- 
ed by citizeys of the United States, and the ex- 
portation of domestic and foreign merchandize 
te any foreign port or place, be and the same is 
hereby repealed, afver ihe fifteenth dav of March 








1809, except so iar as they relate to Great-Bri- 


tain or France, er their colonies or dependen- 
cies, or places in the actual possession of either : 
Provided, That all penalties and forfeitures 
which shall have been previously incurred by

bond with one or more sureties to the United 
States, in a sum double the value of the vessel 
and cargo, if the vessel is wholly owned bya 
citizen or citizens of the United States; and in 
a sum four timnes the value, if the ve-sel is own- 
ed in part or in whole by any foreigner or for- 
eigners, that the vessel shall not leave the port 
without a clearance, nor shall, when leaving the 
port, proceed to any port or place in Great-Bri- 
tain or France, or in the colonies or dependen- 
cies of either, or in the actual possession of eith- 
er, nor be directly or indirectly engaged during 
the voyage inany trade with such port, nor shat!

unless every other requisite and provision of the 
second section of the act, entitled “ An act to 
enforce and make more effectual an act, entitled 
** An act laying an embargo on all ships and 
vessels in the portS and harbors of the United 
States and the several acts supplementary there- 
to,” shall have been complied with.. “And the 
party or parties to the above mentioned bond 
shall, within a reasonable time after the date of 
the same, to be expressed in the said bond, pro. 

duce to the collector of the district, from which 
the vessel shall have been cleared, a certificate of 
the landing of the same, in the same manner as 
is provided by law for the landing of goods ex 
ported with the privilege of drawback ; on fail- 
ure whereof, the bond shall be put in suit ; and 
in every such suit judgment shall be given a- 
gainst the defendant or defendants, unless proof 
shall be produced of such relanding, or of loss 
at sea. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That so 
much of the act laying an embargo on all ships 
and vessels in the ports and harbors of the Unit- 
ed States, and of the several acts supplementary 
thereto, as compels vessels owned by citizens of 
the United States, bound to another port of the 
said States, or vessels licensed for the coasting 
trade, or boats, either not masted, or not decked, 
to give bend and to load under the inspection of. 
a revenue officer, or renders them liavle to de- 
tention, merely on account of the nature of their 
cargo (sach provisions excepted as relate to dis- 
tricts adjacent to the territories, colonies or pro- 
vinces of a foreign nation, or to vessels belong- 
ing or bound to such districts, ) be, and the same 
is hereby repealed, fron and after the fifteenth 
day of March. 1809: Provided however, That 
all penalties and forfeitures which shall have 
been previously incurred by any of the said acts,

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted, That during 
the continuance of so much of the act laying an 
embargo on all ships and vessels in the ports 
and harbofs of the United States, and of the sev- 
eral acts supplementary. thereto, as is not repeal- 
ed by this act, no vessel, owned by citizens of 
the United States, bound to another port of the 
said States or licensed for the coasting trade, 
shall be allowed to depart from any port of the 
United States, or shall receive a clearance, nor 
shall it be lawful to put on board any such vessel 
any specie or goods, wares or merchandise un- 
less a permit shall have been previously obtained 
from the proper collector, or from a revenue of- 
ficer, authorised by the cellector to grant such 
permits ; nor unless the owner, consignee, agent 
or factor shall, with the master, give bond with 
one or more sureties, to the United States, in 
a sum double the value of the vessel and car- 
go, that the vessel shall not proceed to any 
foreign port or place, and that the cargo shall 
be relanded in some pert of the United States :

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted, That if any 
ship or vessel shall, during the continuance of so 
much of the act, laying an embargo on all ships 
aud vessels in the ports and harbors of the United 
States, and of the several acts supplementary 
thereto, as is not repealed by this act, depart from 
any port of the United States without a clearance 
or permit, or having given bond in the manner 
provided by law, such ship or vessel, together 
with her cargo, shall be wholly forfeited; and 
the owner or owners, agent, freighter or factors, 
master or commander of such ship or vessel shall 
moreover, severally, jorfeit and pay a sum equal 
to the value of the ship or vessel, and of the car- 
go put on board the same. 


Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That the 
act to prohibit the in»portation of certain goods, 
wares and merchandise, passed the eighteeuth 
of April, ome~theusand eight hundred and six 
and the act sepplementary thereto, be and the 
same are hereby repealed, from and after the 
said twentieth day of May next; Provided, that 
all penalties and forfeitures which shall have been 
previously imcurred by virtue of the said acts 
shall be recovered and distributed in like man- 
ner as if the said acts had continued in full force 
and virtue. 


Sec, 18. And be it further enacted, That all pen- 
alties and forfeitures arismg under, or incurred 
by virtue of this act, may be sued for, prosecuted 
and recovered, with cost of suit, by action of 
debt, in the name of the United States of Amer- 
ica, or by indictment or information, in any 
court having competent jurisdiction totry the 
same; and shall be distributed and accounted 
for in the manner prescribed by the act, entitled 
** An act to regulate the collection of duties on 
imports and tonnage,” passed the second day of 
March, one thousand seven hundred and ninety 
nine; and such penalties and forfeitures may be 
examined, mitigated or remitted, in like man- 
ner, and under the like conditions, regulation and 
restrictions, as are prescribed, authorised and di- 
rected by the act, entitled “* an act to provide for 
mitigating or remitting the forfeitures, penalties 
and disabilaties accruing im certain cases therein 
mentioned,’’ passed the third day of March, one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety seven, and 
made perpetual by an act passed the eleventh day 
of February one thousand eight hundred. 


Sec. 19. And be it further enacted, That this 
act shall coutinue and be m force until the end of 
the next session of Congress and no longer; and 
that the act laying an esnbargo on all ships and 
vessels in the ports and harbors of the United 
States, and the several acts supplementary there- 
to, shail be, aud the same are hereby repealed

FOR THE BALANCE. 
Thoughts suggested by a certain 
State Paper lately published. 

When Mr. Jefferson, some years 
ago, commenced his administra- 
tion, he professed to discard all the 
prejudices of party; and with the 
same sincerity that he wept over 
the ashes of Washington, he de- 
clared in his inaugural speech that 
he regarded the American natioi 
as ‘* all federalists, and all repub- 
licans.”’ 

Affecting thus to view them with 
an egual eye, it was to be expected 
that he would govern them with an 
equal hand ; and such is .thecul- 
lability of human nature, that not- 
withstanding all the experience 
which the people possessed, they 
were induced to fook for a course 
of administration, conformable in 
some degree to the tenor of his 
professions. How delightful was 
the prospect! ‘The reiga ot philos- 
ophy was to banish discord, abol- 
ish party, and reward merit where- 
soever it was found, without refer- 
ence to the odious distinctions that 
had been cherished by men less 
enlightened, and less patriotic. 

Scarce, however, had the star of 
philosophy began to shine upon us, 
before it was discovered that its in- 
fluence was exerted to exalt the 
Most noxious vapours, and not to 
dissipate the clouds of prejudice, 
or afford an equal and genial warmth 
to the political system. To speak 
without a metaphor, Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s conduct was in direct oppo- 
sition to his declared sentiment ; 
and he acted throughout his whole 
administration as the leader of a 
party, not as the magnanimous and 
impartial governor of a great peo- 
ple. 

Hence, it is by no means to be 
believed, that even if he had ab- 
stained from the embargo, and the 
other pernicious and unconistitu- 
tional measures connected with it, 
he would have quitted his office 
with the benedictions of his coun- 
try. But, at any rate, to alledge 
that he has carried such benedic- 
tions into retirement with him, 
must (when all circumstances are 
considered) be pronounced a false 
assertion, however uncourtly it 
may appear to say so. Certain it 
is, that the man who has, in all his 
conduct, manifested the most un- 
rivalled duplicity, and malignity of 
heart; who gloried in having left 
his inaugural pledge without re- 
demption; who has loaded his 
country, by foreign partialities, 
with overwhelming difficulties ; 
who, by suppressing information, 
has endeavored to involve the peo- 
ple in Cimmerian darkness, and to 
lead them blindfold to their utter 
ruin; who has wreaked his spite 
and vengeance upon national com- 
merce, and at the same time plant- 
ed daggers inthe bosom of agri- 
culture ; who, under the hypocrit- 
ical mask of friendship for them, 
has dared to make the deepest in- 
roads on the liberties of the ciuzen, 
and the constitution of his coun- 
try; and, what is perhaps worse 
than all, who has by a course of 
weak and pusillanimous measures, 
laid the national character in the 
dust, and laboured to extinguish 
every spark of national dignity and 
honor; I say, certain it is, that 
this man must impute it to his pe. 
culiar good fertune, and the decep- 
tive representations of a faction, if 
he has escaped from universal de- 
testation. 

Benedictions he has not deserv- 
ed—-Benedictions he cannot re- 
ceive, except tfromdeluded mouths; 


and when the impartial voice of 


posterity shall pass upon the ac- 
tions of the present era, whilst it 
shall, with loud aeclaim, welcome 
Washington and his faithful asso- 
ciates to the temple of fame, it will 
consign his degraded calumniator 
and opponent to the cave of infamy. 

So much for Mr. Jefferson, and 
the encumiums with which he has 


been bespatter ed.

But whatever has been-the 
reason for this awful silence, 7 
must at least be confessed that it ig 
more manly than to practice de.

ident has promised nothing, we 
may safely expect that he will-be 
at least as imparual, and. as liberal 
and civil to the federalists, as his 
respected predecessor. ’ 
Upon this head, therefore, no 
fault can be imputed to the presi. 
dent’s speech. Had a sitnilar pru- 
dental silence been chserved ast 
impartiality between forciyn ma. 
tions, It might not have been. a. 
miss; cousidering the plan of pol. 
icy that our government has pur. 
sued. The situation which Mr, 
Madison lIatély occupied, asust 
identify him, as to Urat plan, with 
Mr. Jeflerson himseli; because if 
it had been adopted contrary to his 
opinion, he gught not to have im. 
parted to it his official sauction.— 
Yet ithe new president proposes 
‘to exclude foreign tutwigues and 
fereign  partialities,’’ and from 
courtesy we are to believe that he 
is sincere. Ifso, then one of two 
things must be understood as the 
president’s meaning ; cither he in- 
tends to adopt anew and correct 
system of impartiality towards for- 
eign nations; or he considers the 
Jeffersonian system, with all its 
predilections and indulgence to 
France, and ail its hatred and en. 
mity to Engiand,as beiug sufficient. 
ly impartial to satisfy for the pled 
that he has given. ‘The first of 
these alternatives would content 
the public mind and redound to 
his honor; but it would be a de- 
parture from modern precedent, 
and a severe commentary upon the 
late administration. ‘lhe second 
could answer no good purpose.— 
The veil of deception has been 
pierced ; and the people are ncith- 
er to be goaded, nor cheated into 
an unnecessary and destructive 
war, which might be prevented by 
a fair and equal conduct towards 
the belligerents. A spirit of im- 
partiality wouid dictate. to insist 
primarily upon the repeal of the 
Berlin and Milan decrees, as they 
respect America; and then to de- 
mand the revocation of the British 
orders in council. The latter would 
cease and be of course abolished, if 
the former were removed; or ifour 
government should unequivocally 
take the proper steps to resist them. 
Let the experiment be fairly tried, 
and there is no doubt of the suc- 
cess. Let us, then, hear no more 
of that sort of impartiality, which 
is calculated only to gratify tie 
wishes and aid the projects of Be- 
naparte, which must degrade the 
American people mto the vassals 
of a tyrant, and would plunge our 
country into a war, nominally with 
both the contending ations, but 
in reality with Great Britain aloes 
the only free and independent coun- 
try that is left in Europe. 
But quitting this subjcet, let us 
turn our attention to. some other 
parts of the speech, whieh seem 
deserve it. Our new president has 
said a good deal about the usm 
of our country (which God pre 
serve ;) about his attachment t 
the rights of the several states and 
the peuple, as well as of the genes 
ral government - and about thie 
militia, and the propricty ef have. 
ing an army, but not one so nume 
rous as to endanger the public lids 
erty. Now, in ail this, we find, @ 
be sure, the form. of sound doe- 
trine ; and it would almost pe?

Gallatin’s Decree. 

WHY (asks a correspondent) has Mr. 
Gallatin opened a trade with Holland? 
‘The real motive must be obvious to every 
one; but we are at a loss to find a plausi- 
ble pretext for the measure. Is Holland 
a dependency of France, or is she not? If 
Holland is a dependency of France, then 
the non-intercourse law forbids a trade 
with her. If not, then her decrees against 
neutral commerce, should subject her to 
the same retaliatory measures as are pur- 
sucdagainst Englandand France. Whe- 
thr she be dependent or independent, 
therefore, mght, bonor and justice cry a- 
loud against this partial conduct towards 
her.——=—it is true, indeed, that our never- 
to-be-fergotten president Jefferson did 
grect the present king of Holland, as his 
frieud and royal brother, and congratulated 
him oa his accession to the throne; but 
we always supposed that this was a mere 
stroke of flattery, intended rather to grati- 
fy Napoleon, than to bind the United 
States to an alliance with Holland in ail 
Cases. 

Holland is undoubtedly as much a de- 
pendency of France, as Nova-Scotia is of 
England. Why, then, should a trade be 
opened with the one, and not with the 
other? Our government has laid henor 
out of the question : Why, theo, do they 4 
not sjudy the interest of the nation? Why 
do they give up honor and interest both 
If they will not preserve our honor, they 
ought not to» jeopardize our interest.— 
Trade with Holland will be extremely 
hazardous. Insurance on voyages to that 
country (if voyages are undertaken at all) 
will probably run as high as 100 per cent. 
But with Nova-Scotia trade might be car- 
ried on with perfect safety; and itis a 
fact which ought to be well considered, 
that a trade with Nova-Scotia can alone 
ensure success to agricultural enterprize 
in many parts of the United States. We 
speak within bounds when we say, that the 
agricultural interest of these states is ad- 
vanced to the amount of five millions an- 
nually, by the use of Plaster of Paris, or 
Gypsum. We repeat, therefore, that if 
in the v-ewof the administration, the hon- 
or of the nation was not worth maintain- 
ing—ifour commercial rights were not 
worth preserving—they onght at least to 
have paid some little regard to. the inter- 
esto! the farmer. '
